VISALIA - Although the 
felony crime rate in Tulare 
county in 1967 was higher than 
in 1966, it did not rise as much 
as in the State of California as a 
whole, and the percentage of 
felony defendants convicted in 
Superior Court in Tulare county 
was higher than the state rate in 
1967, District Attorney Robert 
G. Bereman has announced. 

The state crime rate was 
11.6% higher in 1967 than in 
1966. The Tulare county rate 
was 8.8% higher in 1967 than in 
1966. 

Both percentages are based 
on final crime figures for 1967 
just released by the State of 
California Bureau of Criminal 


statistics. 

A total of 2,590 felony 
crimes (in the seven major 
offense groups only) was 


reported to Tulare county police 
and sheriff departments druing

THREE RIVERS - The recent 
snowstorm in the Sierra has 
provided ample snow for good 
skiiing at the Wolverton Ski 
bowl, according to John S.

Food is 
available at. snack bars at both 
locations. Overnight lodging and 
meals can be obtained at Giant 
Forest lodge.

The difference is probably 
accounted for largely by the 
sharp increase in narcotics 
violations in the under 25 group, 
Bereman stated. 

Juvenile delinquency arrests 
in Tulare county in 1967 
totalled 3,550, an increase of 
9.4% in the rate per 100,000 
population over 1966. The 
increase statewide was 4.9%.

VISALIA - “Each year more 
and more people are attracted to 
the snow covered mountain 
playgrounds during the winter 
months, and many of them 
become involved in_ traffic 
accidents because they haven’t 
taken the proper precautions for 
the special conditions which 
prevail,” Capt. B.R. Smith of the 
California Highway patrol said 
this week. 

“The two most important 
things to remember when roads 
are slick from snow or ice are to 
drive slower and to leave more 
space between you and the car 
ahead. Speeds which are safe 
under normal conditions can be 
extremely hazardous in snow 
and ice, and the distance 
required to stop is very much 
greater.” 

The Patrol official noted that 
whenever snow or ice conditions 
warrant it, state highway 
officials may declare a prima 
facie speed limit of 25 miles per 
hour. This can be expected at all 
times when chains are required. 

And, he noted, there are

“In snow or blizzard storms, 
when visibility is limited and 
roads are icy, California’s basic 
speed law prevails. This states 
that it is illegal to drive at a 
speed greater than is ‘reasonable 
and prudent’ having due regard 
for weather and visibility,” Capt. 
Smith said. 

“It is also. a misdemeanor to 
drive without installing tire 
chains in areas where the ‘Chains 
Required’ sign has been posted,” 
he said. 

“Parking in snow country 
also presents specials problems. 
Park off the road, so that your 
vehicle doesn’t impede the flow 
of traffic or interfere with snow 
clearing equipment. If snow has 
narrowed the highway so that 
only traffic lanes are open, don’t 
park. And don’t park on a 
freeway or where ‘no parking’ 
signs are posted. 

“An illegally parked vehicle 
will probably be ticketed, and, if 
necessary, towed away, and the 
owner will be liable for the tow 
charges.”

VISALIA - Final figures on 
narcotic and drug arrests in: the 
year 1967 in California and 
Tulare county once again point 
up the sad chronicle of growing 
narcotic and drug problems, 
Tulare County District Attorney 
Robert G. Bereman said in 
releasing figures compiled by the 
State Bureau of Criminal 
Statistics. 

While marijuana constitutes 
the major cause of arrests, all 
categories of narcotic and drug 
abuse show substantial increases. 

The total number of adult 
arrest for narcotics and drug 
offenses in Tulare county was 72 
in 1967, an increase of 105.7% 
over 1966; 61.1% (44) of the 
arrests were for marijuana 
offenses; 9.7% (7) for heroin and 
other narcotics offenses; and 
29.2% (21) for offenses 
involving dangerous drugs. 

A far greater increase was’ 
recorded in the number of 
narcotics and drug arrests of 
juveniles (under 18 years) in 
Tulare county in 1967. The 
1967 total was 41, and increase 
of 412.5% over the eight arrests 
in 1966; 90.2% (37) of the 1967 
arrests were for marijuana 
offenses and 9.8% (four) were for 
dangerous drugs. 

While the figures indicate the 
serious nature of the problem, 
they also reflect the increased 
attention being given to 
narcotics and drug cases by all 
police departments in the 
county, the sheriff's office and 
the District Attorney’s office, 
Bereman stated. 

As a result of this stepped-up 
program by law enforcement 
agencies, together with the 
‘growing concern of Tulare 
county citizens over the 
problem, more arrests were 
made in 1967, and the figures in 
1968 will undoubtedly. er 
to rise, Bereman added.
